A PEEP INTO THE PAST. 


EXTRACTS FROM BAC1JS 8 HISTORICAL SKETCH- 


ES OF BRISTOL 
SCRAPS OF HI8TOKY CON- 


CEEMSO BUCKS COUNTY, PUBLISHED IK 1863. 
The Bret court house and prison erected 


in this county was, by an Act passed in 
1705, authorized to be sold and provision 
made for building' a new court house and 
prison. And, February 17, 1722, "And 
another house of correction or work-house 
shall be built In Bristol, at the charge of 
tbe county of Bucks." This appears to 
have been a small house of correction and 
whipping-post, which were removed in 
1724 or tbe following year. 1720—'"The 
sheriff 
and clerks of the courts for tbe 


time being, if not residents of the laid 
borough, shall appoint and constitute 
sufficient deputies, wbo shall from time 
to time rr-ide or constantly attend in the 
said town f Bristol, to perform tbe duties 
of their 
csi«ctive offices."

was passed in connection with certain cor- 
poration privileges at tbe borough. In tbe 
year 1610 tbe seat of justice for Bucks 
county was removed to Doylestown; very 
creditable buildings, consisting of a sub- 
stantial court bonse, offices and jail, were 
erected on the same ground plot, at con- 
venient distances, at which place tbe 
county courts have since been held and 
prison punishments inflicted." 


In 1785 Bucks county contained but two 


election 
districts, 
"one at Abraham 


Eeichline's and the other at Newtown; 
and in 1798 the county was divided into 
five election districts, by which elections 
were again held in Bristol at the eld court 
house, on Cedar street, above Market, 
which building has since been altered and 
converted into a private dwelling." 


It is said that tbe oldest record to be 


found in the State is now deposited in 
one of the offices at Dovlestown, being u 
reaister of "ear marks for sheep and 
cattle," made about 1681. 


The old court house and prison of 1705 


was 
built in 
Cedar street; between 


Market and Mulberry, and nearly opposite 
to the present Masonic Hall. It was a 
two-story brick 
ediBce; courtroom up- 


stairs from an out door entrance and 
prison below; and a stationary whip- 
ping-post attached to the outer walls. In 
after years the elections were long held 
there; nnd it was also converted into a 
school house and used as such for some 
years. 
Finally, it was sold with the lot,- 


in 1834, William Kiusey being the pur- 
chaser. 


Tamanend, the king or chief of the 


Lenni Lenapa Indians, who was much he- 
loved and confided in by William Penn 
for his integrity an&many virtues, was 
buried near a spring, south of what is now 
Prospect Hill School, in 
Buckingham 


township, about four miles from "Doyles- 
town. 
He .died in a cabin in the woods 


and was buried by tbe kindness of a 
neighbor. His grave for many years was 
marked by a pile of stones thrown there 
to keep animals from diiinterring the 
hoi»y. 


Nearly all 'the early papers and records 


belonging to tba borough corporation of 
Bristol, from about the year 1700 to 1749, 
tiave been lost, some destroyed by rats and 
others scattered abroad, a fact to be re- 
gretted by many, na it involves much of 
our local history in obscurity. Some of 
the earliest records of the county appear 
to have suffered a like fate; and we are 
told by that indefatigable annalist, J. F. 
Watson, that when the road from Phila- 
delphia to Buckingham "wan acoss the 
S'esharnony, at Qalloway'fl ford, one mile 
above Hulmeville, through Langborne's 
park, theuce by Attleborough, near that 
lord once stood Growdon's old fire proof, 
in which were kept the records of Burks 
county; and when Joseph Galloway went 
off with the British in 1778 the- office was 
broken open and the records 
strewed 


about to tbe usa of any who might possess 
them." 


In tbe year 1773 stage coaches, being 


the first of tnat character, were establish- 
ed by Messrs. C, Bessonett & Co., of Bris- 
tol, to ran from Philadelphia to New York 
in two days for tbe fare of four dollars. 


About December, 177A, General Cad- 


walader had under his command at Bris- 
tol an encampment of about 3,000 Conti- 
nental troops; and In April, 1777, about 
1500 soldiers were billeted on the inhabit- 
ants. 


Whilst a portion of the American army 


was quartered in the Borongh the old 
Episcopal Church was nsed as a stabling 
for their horses, while the old Friends 
meeting bouse, being in better condition, 
was made a hospital for their sick. Some 
of tbe bodies of tbe soldiers who died 
were bviried in 
the 
Episcopal burial 


ground, others In the burial ground be- 
low "tbe old guard bonse," Otter street, 
latterly known as "the Baptists' 
lot," 


and now tbe property In trust of tbe 
Board of School Directors, upon which is 
being built the second public ethool house 
for the borough. [Mohican Hall—Ed.] 


Gilbert Hicks was High Sheriff of Bucks 


county at the commencement of the 
Revolution. In tbe fall of 1776, after the 
Declaration of Independence, he called 
court in the King's name, which gave 
great offence to the liberty portion of the 
citizens, so much so that they assembled 
in mass at Newtown on the day that court 
was ordered. Hicks had become aware 
that tbe course was not acceptable to the 
mass of the people. At the time he lived 
in tbe brick house at the corner in A'ttle- 
borough [new Langhorne] which be had 
built for his own use. 
On the present 


occasion he had a negro servant mounted 
on a fleet horse at Newtown and bis 
friends mingled with the crowd to ascer- 
tain the result of their deliberations. 
After a time it was determined to hang 
him if they could get him, which intelli- 
gence was quickly conveyed to the negro 
who started for home as fast at be could 
go. At tbe same time some of tbe crowd 
mounted their horses for tbe purpose of 
seizing Hicks and as they noared the foot 
of Attleborougb hill they discovered the 
messenger near the top of it and fired at; 
him, with no other effect, however, than 
to set him off faster. As he n eared Hick's 
house be tees him watching for his return 
with the news and calls to him to clear 
himself without delay. The negro dashed 
on and secreted himself in the well known 
woodland of "Langhorne's Bill.' Hicks 
left the house by the back way and with- 
out speaking to any one, crossed tbe fields 
and was secreted In an old chest in the 
garret of a neighboring 
house. The 


horsemen searched Hicks house and build- 
ings without avail. Be kept secreted In 
the woods around for several weeks, fre- 
quently calling on such of his old friends 
as be could depend oS, but finding his life 
still in danger he lelt and went to Nova 
Scotia where he received some land Bnd 
an annual pension. Some few years after 
he was assassinated on-his way Home after 
receiving his pay.
